Simple Life Colony to Ride In Wagons 


apd Live In Tents—Party to Include 
Governesses, Maids, Two Choremen 
and a Stenographer. 
Helicon Hall, Upton-^Sinclair's ill 


fated experiment in co-operative living, 
has arisen, phemx-like—in spirit, at 
least—from tlie ashes of its burning, 
says a special dispatch to the New 
York Times from Battle Creek, Mich. 


The author of "The Jungle," who is 


at the sanitanum in Battle Creek with 
his family, has reyired his co operith e 
colony, but with many new and e\en 
more unconventional features than 
those which made the Euglewood 
(N. J ) venture so widely know n. This 
new plan TV ill see the no^ellst at the 
head of a caravan of Vagons which 
will comey the se\eral families, some 
of them formerly dwellers at Helicon 
Hall, ia a tour that w ill last, it is de- 
claied, for se\ eral 3 ears 


The families will have maids and 


goveinesses and a stenographer. They 
will have tents galore. They will es- 
cape, they say, landlords' flats, cramp- 
ed cities and all the ills of civilization 
and will go back to nature/ taking 
with them, howeier, all the good 
things of civilization Battle Cieek has 
been selected as the rendez^ ous 


"This will be Helicon Hall on the 


hoof, Tjtopians on a trek," said Upton 
Sinclair when Questioned as to his lat- 
est venture. "We w ill start the 1st of 
January in southern California and 
work our way up the coast probably 
as far as Oregon, taking the whole 
summer or the whole year if necessary 
to the job. Then we will cross over 
into England and then to the conti- 
nent, seeing France, Italy, Belgium, 
German}—going anywheie and e»ery- 
where, in fact, as our fancies dictate." 


"Why do you not rebuild Helicon 


Hall? Do you count that a failure?" 


"On the contrary, I have always 


counted Helicon Hall a success," said 
Mr Sinclair, "even though we did not 
have time enough to prove it to the 
world. That we do not rebuild is not 
because all the people would not be 
glad to return, but because there is no 
one who has time to superintend the 
w ork. I cannot give my time, because 


w ant to write. 
"What we are planning now is a 


small group of intimate friends. We 
expect to be free of most of the prob 
Jems that perplexed us at Helicon Hall, 
from plumbers and carpenters, steam 
heat and taxes. It w ill be a practical 
protest against landlords, and also, 
needless to say, it will be fireproof." 


'Your children will be cared for co- 


operatively?" Mr. Sinclair was asked. 


"Most certainly," he said. "That was 


one thing at Helicon Hall w meh every 
one agreed was an overwhelming suc- 
cess 
Tlie child: en decided that for 


ihernselves. It will be an ideal life 
for the children, for we shall be out 
of doors all the time, and they will 
have a sort of perpetual panorama, 


th something new to see every clay. 


Whenever w e come to a place that we 
ike we shall camp as long as w e w ish 
We can have a great deal more free- 
dom of every sort than w e could have 
at Helicon Hall. 


•We shall never' trouble ourselves 


about what other people will think of 
the women of our party, who will 
wear sensible costumes. That is one 
of the reasons why I am never hap- 
py in the city because of starched 
hirts and coFars 
The last time I

"Ohio Farmer'' has a comprehensive 
discussion of the provisions of sec- 
tion 2, article 12, of the Ohio Consti- 
tution, which readb: 


I 
'"Laws shall be passed, taxing by a 


UUifoiUi mil.-, all Iuuiit,\:>, minis, iu- 
vestments in bonds, joint stock com- 
panies, or otherwise; also, all jeal and 
peisonal property, according to its 
true value in money," etc., etc. ^ 


The "Ohio Farmer," m discussing 


this section ot the constitution, op- 
poses the argument of one of its cor- 
respondents, ilr. T. R. Smith, past 
master of the Ohio State Grange. The 
argument is so well carried that it is 
printed in full heiewith: 


Notice the semicolon after "other- 


wise " W. E. Gushing, a Cleveland 
attcrnev, argued before the State Tax 
Commission that this semicolon sep- 
aiatcs the tvvo clauses in a ve^y ini- 
poitant^manner. This seems to us a 
tunabie view, and, therefore, that all 
values mentioned belore tne t,enn. 
colon are to be taxed "by a un'toinl 
rule, ' that is, by a rule or method uni- 
formly 
applicable to these alone, 


while the \voi(fs "also all real and pel 
sonal propjity according to its value 
m moiiev" apply simply to 'all leal 
and 
personal 
property." And, few- 


cleutlv, "all ieal and personal proper- 
ty" means visible ana tangible prop- 
erty as distinguished from invisible, 
intangible property described in the 
lormei clause 
The former is to be 


taxed "by a uniform rule;" the latter 
"according to its true value in mon- 
ey." 
Note that it does not say "at" 
its true value, etc., as Mr Smith in- 
coirsctly quotes it several times This 
looks as if the framers of the consti- 
tution expected a scaling 
down, as 


at present, to the values at torced 
sale, which makes no ditference ii it 
is general and uniform. Also, a "rule" 
that is "unifoim" foi all notes, stocks, 
bonds, etc may mean a low percent- 
age, as now proposed, on this whole 
class of property (simply for its pro- 
tection) ; and on two giounds- First, 
that stocks in railways, etc, represent 
the value of th'e roadbeds, rolling 
stock, stations and other actual, visi- 
ble, tangible property, already taxed 
as such, and to tax the stocks held 
xi>y A. G and C, also, would be double 
taxation, which no one favors, while 
tft tax the bonds, would be to tax waat 
tBe railways owe, not what they own. 
Second, that these evidences of quasi- 
owiership are invisible, Intangible 
and \ineyitably in the main escape, as 
shown increasingly year by year for 
over Valf a century.. 
Therefore; tax 
such visible, tangible property where 
it •€SiSQ3 in the hands of its directors 
and managers; tax it, tax it once, 
don't trj\to tax tha paper ceitificates 
of stock lp the hands ot A. B and C, 
for if you.tucceed you will tax double, 
and if jou\fail (as you will, for you 
have done \o tor 56 years), you will 
simply i epeat the folly of j our fathers 
and yourselva 


Still furtheA even if we were to 


concede (as ye do not) that the 
framers of the\ constitution intended 
to tax money, stocks, etc,^"on the 
same basis vvit\ tangible property, 
and that tais niay jiave been just,

A ana B "swap" farms, there is no 
instrument of exchange and we tax 
both farms as before.

D, etc., really "swap" farms, all down 
the the line, no matter how far, but 
use $10,000 in bank bills, gold, or 
bank checks, as an instrument of ex- 
change, why not continue to tax the 
fawns, the actual, tangible property, 
as before, and not try to tax the mere 
instrument of ^exchange? It is fleet- 
ing, evanescent, elu?'ve, can not be 
located or taxed.

Of course a very small tax,

posits in savings banks, and collected 
of the banks, deducted by them from 
the rate of interest paid to depositors,, 
and justified as a reasonable license 
fee or amount paid for the protection 
of 'he busmes The problem is a com- 
plicated one, of course but we aro

GIFTS FOR AN INVALID. 


Christmas Remembrances That May 
. ' 
Be Made at Home. 


Many useful Christmas gifts for in- 


valids may be made at home. A case 
for the hot water bottle .is one" that 
calls for skill with crochet hook and 
knitting needles. 


Heavy fingering and bone needles 


will be required for this, the bag being 
knitted on two needle's: A frill is cro- 
cheted, also of wool, and sewn around 
the three sides and the mouth of the 
case. When the water bag is inserted 
the top is drawn together by running 
a ribbon in and out,Crtying the bag in 
place, and it goes without saying that 
this -is much more pleasing and sightly 
than the usual flannel case. To match 
this a pretty covering for a band 
warmer may be constructed on similar 
lines, except that both ends are. drawn 
up and finished with tassels and loops, 
though one is left open to receive the 
wanner. Little bottles filled with hot 
salt, then tightly'corked, are'slipped in 
the case and the open end drawn to- 
gether. When complete it is not unlike 
the silk crochet purse of long ago, as 
the hand wanner, though matching the 
colors of the hot water bottle case, is 
made of heavy silk in crochet. 


Then, too, the sofa rug, that will 


keep slipping off, may be made to re- 
tain its position by having an under 
portion—say half the length of the rug 
—into which thff feet are slipped, thus 
having it up to the knees both over 
and under the legs. From the knees 
upward the rug may be draw^i up or 
thrown back, as preferred, because this 
part is single. '

For Political Bosses. /

i Just at present Mr, Hughes Is gov- 
ernor of New-York, but he was an 
unknown lawyer when that question 
•was asked. Mr. Page knew that Mr. 
Hughes was a good lawyer. A consid- 
erable group of men in New York city, 
where he practiced, also knew this 
fact. But there are many other good 
lawyers m New York, so that is not 
very much of a distinction. However, 
Page insisted to Stevens Jhat Hughes 
•was the very best lawyer available 
for the work in hand—to corkscrew 
confessions of amazing manipulations 
out of Consolidated Gas officials, to 
poke the probe down into the rotten 
core of lighting contracts and illumi- 
nate the opaque interior and to dis- 
cover that New York people were pay- 
ing a dollar for gas that cost 28 cents. 
Hughes was hired and did the work. 


Now people no longer ask wlio'a 


Hughes, but throughout the United 
States they are asking what's Hughes 
—what kind of a man is this person at 
Albany, this new and novel figure in 


the working desk of the governor was 
in a small rooui adjoining the fine 
large chamber which is known as the 


ferred tlie small room so that they 
could keep away from the crowd which 
frequently fills the large room; also, it 
must be said, some of them preferred 
the little office so that they could talk 
in private with politicians. Governor 
Hughes used the little room for a few 
days.

A Unique Governor. 


i Charles E. Hughes has been govern- 
or of New York for almost a year— 
quite long enough to allow his measure 
to lie taken. Yet it is a difficult mat- 
ter to classify"the man at Albany. Aft- 
er looking at this human specimen 
from all sides and in all lights the con- 
clusion Is reached that he does not be- 
long in any classification hitherto ac- 
cepted, but is a whole new class by 
himself. 
As a public administrator 


Governor Hughes is unique. 


People are asking. '"What about this 


man Hughes?" with thoughts on presi- 
dential possibilities, but it is declared 
by close friends of the governor him-

executive is the one thing that differ- 
entiates him from the general run of 
governors the country over. How he 
'Interprets his duties is best explained 
by citing incidents in his official career.

report of the legislative investigating 
committee to which he had acted as 
chief counsel. 
"When he became gov- 


ernor he knew life insurance down to 
the nub. He became convinced that 
the commissioner of insurance was not 
taking advantage of the findings con- 
tained in that report to protect policy 
holders. He proposed to have a new 
commissioner, but he gave Mr. Kelsey 
an opportunity to show cause why he 
should not be removed. 


Won a Mora! Victory, 


Governor Hughes notified Commis- 


sioner Kelsey to appear before him in 
the big room for immediate examina- 
tion. There was no precedent for su<:h 
a thing, of course. But, then, Gov- 
ernor Hughes cares little for prece- 
dents. He cares more for common 
sense, for business methods applied on 
the jump to the case immediately in 
hand. After a few hours of what law- 
yers call "Q. afld A.," otherwise cross 
examination, Mr. Kelsey felt like the 
bosom of a boiled shirt after being 
worn on a hot August day. He was 
wilted. The party machine in the state 
senate sustained Mr. Kelsey and pre- 
vented his removal, but the governor 
won the moral victory. 


Also the governor a little later by 


attending strictly to his business as 
chief executive according to his own 
interpretation took the starch out of 
the party machine. A correspondent 
wrote from Albany: 


"He 'has smashed his party organi- 


zation so that there is little left of it 
as a machine. To be sure, many of the 
working parts are intact, but they are 
not assembled." 
\ 


Neither Boss Nor Machine. 


And it is not at all likely that they 


will be assembled so long as Charles 
E. Hughes stays in Albany. There is 
no Republican party machine in New 
York state at present writing. Up to a 
year or two ago the machine was as 
active as an automobile with a full 
tank out to break the record. Now it 
lies by the wayside like an auto that 
has butted against a steel telegraph 
pole. Governor Etughes is the steel 
pole. There is no Republican boss in. 
New York state. Boss Platt is no 
more. Boss Odell is no more. State 
Chairman Woodruff, who might be 
boss with some 
other man 
than 


Hughes in the gubernatorial chair, is 
not a boss at all. For the first time in 
many years New York state Republic- 
ans have neither boss nor machine. 


Why not? Because the man at the 


big flat desk In the large open cham- 
ber at Albany steadfastly refuses to 
attend to anybody's business but his 
own. He is the governor and attends 
to the governor's business. His inter- 
pretation of the governor's business 
does not include partisanship of any 
sort, does not include fixing up the 
fences so that the party may win out 
next year, does not include shystering 
and chicanery, tricksfering and traf- 
ficking In patronag^—none of those 
things at all. 
Apparently he is not 


concerned, officially at any rate, as to 
whether New York city goes Republic- 
an or Cattaraugus county carries the 
whole ticket with increased majorities. 
He does not care, officially speaking, 
whether the Empire State is Repub- 
lican or Populist next year. That is 
none of his business. His business is 
to be governor of New York and do 
the work directly connected with that 
office until his term shal^ end. 


Governor Hughes puts no car to the 


ground to hearken the rumbling of 
popular issues. Last winter state leg- 
islatures east, west and south were 
passing laws reducing the railroad pas- 
senger rate to 2 cents a mile. The 
people clamored for such laws. The 
governors signed them. There seemed 
to be a general demand for an arbi- 
trary regulation of passenger rates, 
and it was the most popular move- 
ment of recent times. 
New York's 


legislative assembly passed a two cent 
law. Governor Hughes vetoed it. 


'•'The People's Governor." 


At first the people were shocked. 


The utterly unexpected had happened. 
Indignation soon gave way to curiosi- 
ty. 
Hughes had become known as 


"the people's governor," and he cer- 
tainly was not the corporation's gov- 
ernor. He must have plausible rea- 
sons for vetoing the bill. When the 
people read the governor's reasons, 
submitted 
with 
his veto message, 


showing the two sides of the ques- 
tion, many of them applauded. 


Rev. David C. Hughes, retired Bap- 


tist minister and father of the gov- 
ernor, says Charley was always a 
good boy, "but neither a prig nor a 
Puritan " Nobody denies that the ma- 
ture Chark.? is making a good gov- 
ernor. But he is a new sort of gov- 
ernor because he is not playing poU- 
tics. 
This extraordinary abstention 


from the game that is supposed to be a 
prerogative of the New York governor- 
ship, with r ague outlines of the White 
House looming up in the irnrncdia1.- 
future, perp-c^es the politicians. They 
don't know where they are at They 
arc afraid to say where they ^tand as 
to 1hO fil*'ivn of fjinrles E Hugh'";

as the state's biggest educational in- 
stitution grows. Its annual report 
shows that it comprises a faculty of 
200 to teach over 2,000 students 
The 


property of the university is valued at 
$3,000,000 and the annual expenses; 
mount up to over half a million. The 
actual figures are: receipts $613,491, 
expenditures 
$598,258. 
Dr. 
W. 
O. 


Thompson, head of the university, 
says $1,000,000 could be used to advan 
tag'e to supply immediate needs in the 
way of buildings and equipment for 
the various departments of instruc- 
tion. An acute problem is the salary 
of the facultv. 
Dr. Thompson sa>s. 


"The demand for men trained to leach, 
especially in piofcssiondl and tech- 
nical lines, is somewhat greater than 
the supply. In consequence, the ten 
der.cy to increase salaries is strong 
So long as the maximum salary for ex- 
perienced men is as low as at the 
Ohio State university, it is not prac- 
ticable to increase the salaries of as- 
sistant professors in sufficient amount 
to retain the vounger men, to v^hom 
attractive offers aie mar!» This makes 
it worth while to suggest the propii- 
ety of removing the limitation now 
placed upon the university ti ustaes, 
that the salary of a profesor shall not 
exceed $2,500 " * » *

years of removing the state institution 
fo: the blind from its present location 
in the heart of one of the residential 
sections of the capital to a more open 
site, but tins idea is finally abandoned 
because of the enormous expense that 
would be entailed by such a change.
